Pikeville  College 


Forty-two  years  ago  a  trip  was  made  by  horseback  up  the  Sandy  valley 
by  representatives  of  the  Ebenezer  Presbytery  of  Eastern  Kentucky,  to  select 
a  location  for  a  school  for  the  higher  education  of  youth  in  this  region.  As 
a  result,  Pikeville  Collegiate  Institute  was  founded  in  1H89,  at  a  cost  of  $7,000. 

The  first  college  building  was  the  one  shown  above,  consisting  of  two 
large  rooms.  The  first  year  was  largely  one  of  organization.  In  the  second 
year  the  school  was  formed  into  classes  and  departments,  there  being  twelve 
in  the  Sophomore  class,  sixteen  in  the  Freshman* class,  and  the  remainder  of 
the  one  hundred  thirty-five  then  enrolled,  in  the  grades.  Dr.  David  Blyth, 
tlie  first  principal,  taught  half  time  and  was  assisted  by  two  teachers. 

In  the  forty  years  following,  the  growth  of  the  school  has  been  consistent 
and  rapid.  Hendrick  Hall  was  soon  built  as  a  "boarding  hall  for  the  teachers 
and  lady  students."  A  much  needed  wing  was  added  to  the  original  building, 
the  whole  then  thought  to  be  adequate  for  all  future  need. 

The  school  now  has  its  charter  as  an  incorporated  college.  Both  its 
Academy  and  Junior  College  departments  have  an  A  class  accrediting.  The 
value  of  the  plant  is  estimated  at  approximately  $600,000  exclusive  of  en- 
dowment. The  faculty  has  twenty-two  members  in  its  roster.  In  addition  to 
the  buildings  shown  in  the  preceding  pages,  there  is  a  building  for  graded 
school  work  and  a  gymnasium.  The  college  department  alone  has  one  hun- 
dred and  one  on  its  roll,  while  the  academy  adds  over  a  hundred  more  to  that 
number. 

Surely  the  wisdom  of  the  founders  of  the  institution  has  been  justified.

The  Cicero  and  Vergil  classes  of  P.  C.  A.  met  at  Laughlin 
Cottage  on  November  30,  1926.  to  organize  a  Latin  Club. 

The  name  Sodalitas  was  given  to  the  Club,  and  its  purpose 
— as  stated  in  the  constitution — is  to  increase  the  students'  in- 
terest in  Latin,  and  to  give  them  a  wider  knowledge  of  every- 
thing pertaining  to  Rome  and  to  Roman  private  life. 

Many  interesting  programs  have  been  given  by  the  Club 
on  such  general  topics  as  "Travels  and  Correspondence  of  the 
Romans,"  "Dress  and  Ornaments,"  and  "Amusement  of  the 
Romans."

The  H.  A.  C.  is  one  of  our  very  important  clubs,  organized,  sponsored, 
and  maintained  by  the  boys  of  Wickman  Hall.  This  club  has  been  very 
active  and  effective  for  the  past  three  years,  having  had  its  origin  in  Hendrick 
Hall  in  nineteen  hundred  and  twenty-seven. 

The  primary  purpose  of  the  H.  A.  C.  is  to  aid  the  matron  in  her  effort  to 
establish  and  keep  order  in  the  Hall,  and  on  the  school  campus. 

This  club  has  a  constitution  planned  and  enforced  by  the  boys  of  the 
Wickham  Hall.  In  this  constitution  are  embedded  several  laws  relative  to 
school  conduct.  The  constitution  prescribes  various  punishments,  from 
which  a  suitable  choice  is  made,  for  the  least  trivial  to  the  most  serious 
violation. 

H.  A.  C.  has  a  model  court,  involving  all  the  principles  of  modern  court 
procedure.  It  manifests  its  purpose  and  ability  in  regular  weekly  meetings 
and  may  in  some  cases  have  extra  sessions. 

One  charged  with  misdemeanor  is  brought  before  the  H.  A.  C.  and  given 
a  trial  in  a  systematic  court  style,  cleared  or  convicted  according  to  the  evi- 
dence. 


Growth  of  the  student  body,  buildings  and  modernizing  in  general,  made 
it  necessary  in  the  spring  semester  of  nineteen  thirty  to  reorganize;  that  is, 
to  make  new  laws  and  amendments,  and  to  render  certain  clauses  null,  ac- 
cording to  provisions  in  the  club's  constitution.  However,  there  is  still  an 
orderly  court  system. 

Each  semester  a  special  meeting  is  held  for  the  purpose  of  electing  new 
officers,  the  officers  being  elected  by  popular  vote.  After  the  election  the 
officers  take  oath  of  office  and  go  on  duty  at  the  next  regular  meeting. 

The  H.  A.  C.  has  grown  immensely  in  the  past  year,  and  has  the  co- 
operation of  all  the  boys  in  Wickham  Hall,  together  with  the  advice  and  sup- 
port of  the  matron.

The  Cafeteria  may  not  be  an  "Activity"  in  the  acceptance  of  the  term 
as  it  has  been  used  in  these  pages,  but  certainly  it  is  the  most  active  place 
in  Pikeville  College  three  times  each  day.  It  first  made  its  entrance  into  the 
life  of  the  school  in  September,  1929.  It  was  with  some  difficulty  and  slow- 
ness that  the  student  body  and  faculty  adjusted  themselves  to  the  "bread- 
line" and  the  trying  ordeal  of  choosing  the  bill  of  fare.  But  after  a  few  try- 
outs,  routine  became  established,  and  people,  food,  and  dishes  moved  with 
astonishing  rapidity  and  dexterity. 

The  Cafeteria  is  modern  in  every  detail.  It  has  a  seating  capacity  of  two 
hundred  seventy-five,  and  the  average  number  served  at  each  meal  is  about 
one  hundred  thirty-five.  Mrs.  Chase  and  the  members  of  the  H.  A.  C.  co- 
operate in  maintaining  order  and  efficiency  in  the  line  and  at  the  tables.

But  despite  these  trivial  ups  and  downs,  the 
students  have  accepted  Wickham  Cafeteria  as  a  permanent  part  of  Pikeville 
College  and  are  ever  ready  with  three  cheers.
